2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not specifically disclose or reasonably suggest an apparatus as claimed wherein 
during operation, a fiber holder holds a fiber in a groove formed in a bottom surface of the fiber 
holder between the plunger and a substrate groove, or likewise wherein a fiber magazine is 
positioned between the plunger and a substrate groove. The corresponding method is also not 
disclosed or suggested.
